pital Offences rending to the breach of the Peace, 
andſorto the loweſt of them in crder ; ſhewing the 
nature of them ſeverally, with ſome Obſeryations 
| thereof, and the Judgments thereupon ; and firſt 
of High Treaſon, 

T he ſeverall ſpecies whereof are declared by the 
ſtatute of 25 Ed.3. which being made for the good 
and ſafety of the people, was called Parlijamentum 
benediftum, and was ratified by a ſtatute r H 4.Ca. 
lo&1 Ed.6.Ca.1z,& 1, May.Ca,n, 

Inter leges Canuti, Treaſons were reckoned a- 
mong |thole wickedneſies which by huemane Law 
were unexpiable or unpardonable, 

And although in tumes paſt, the Clergy held 
themſelves priviledged from anſwering-in the 
higheſt Criminall Cauſes, yer this ſtature exr2nds 
to all perſons, men and women, Ecclcfraſticall and

Yer ifa man not compos mentis, or an Infant 
within the age of diſcreticn (and therefore, nota 
man) do commit Treaſon, they are not within this 
AR : And therefore if a man count Treaſon or 
Felony, and ovnfeflerh the ſame, or otherwiſe be 
thereof conviR, it afterwards he become not of 
ſound memory, bur patitur exilium mentis, he ſhall 
not be called toanſwer ; or if after Judgment he 
become not ef ſound memory, he ſhall not be exe- 
cutcd, becauſc ir cannor be an example to others, 
which was the intent of the Law, Co.pl.Cor.Ca.1, 

Yer the ancient Law was, that it a man had of- 
fered ro kill the King, it was held for Treaſon, as 
appcars by King Alfreds Law before the Conqueſt, 
in Lib.4.Beverleys caſe, 


Clipping, waſhing, and filing of money of this 
Realm was not high Treaſon, till ir was ſo decla- 
red by a ſtarute 5 El;z, Ca,11. and 18 Elix, V;3- 
That f any perſon for wicked lucre or gain-ſal,e,ſhall by 
any Art,wazes,or meanes whatſeeverympaire,diminiſh, 
falſifie , ſcale , or lighten the Kings Coyne, it is high 
Treaſon. 

Aha forging or counterfeiting of forraign mo- 
ney not currant within this Realm, is :miſprifion 
of Treaſon, and the Offender ſhall forfeir 
as for concealement of high Treaſon, And the ſta- 
tures I Ma,& 5.& 18 Eliz,betore mentioned,do ex- 
tend to forraign Coyn currant within this King- 
dome, and ſuch Judgment as was at the common 
Law, before the ſtatute of 25 Ed, 3. cither in caſe 
of high Treaſon, or petit Treaſon ſhall be gi- 
ven,

Nor|ought any man outlawed to ſerve upon any 
inqueſts, and therefore all Indi&menrs tound by 
any ſuch ſhall be void and nul, becauſe they be nor 
p+0bz et legales homines,good and lawfull men,Stam, 
pl.Cor,fol.87, 


If a man be indifed of high Treaſon, he may 
plead a forraiga Plea, as he might do at the com» 
mon Law, but not in caſcsof petit Trealon, Mur- 
ther, or Felony, for there ir ſhall be cried where 
the Indiament is raken, 


And the Iudgmenr in petit Treaſon is, thar he 
ſhall be drawn to the place of Exccurion,and there 
ro be hanged by the neck till he be dead, 

Burt a woman is ro haye Iudgment to be drawn 
and burnt, both in caſe of perir Treaſon, and high 
Treaſon, and not to be beheaded or hanged- 


And itis a Maxime in Law,that Execution muſt 
be according to the Indgment, though there be 
ſome: examples to the contrary; as the Lord Huy- 
gerford, 32 4.8. who notwithſtanding his judgment 
ro be hanged, was' beheaded, and ſo was the Duke 
of Somerſet, 5 Ed.

It was ena&ed, that concealing or keeping ſeerer 
of high Treaſon, be deemed and taken onely mil- 
prifion of Treaſon; and the Offender therein to 
forfeit and ſuffer as in caſe of miſprifkon, . 

The Iudgment in miſpriſion of high, Treaſon is 
by the common Law, that the Offender ſhall for his 
concealement fortcit all his goods, and theprofits 
of his Lands during his life, and ſuffer impriſon- 
ment during his life: Stamp p!: Cor. fole 38, and 1, 
and 2 M.Ca,to, 

Concealement, and not diſceveiy of Treaſon is 
miſpriſion of Trealon ; and concealement and 
not diſcoyery of Felony is miſprifion of Felony, 
whetherthe Treaſon or Felony be by the ſtatute 
or common Lay,

A Burgtar is by the Common Law a Felon, 
Altar in the night, breaketh or entreth into a 
manſion houſe of another,with intent ro kill ſome 
reaſonable Creature,or to commit ſame other Fe- 
lony within the ſame, whether his Felonious in- 
tent| be execured or not:inter leges Edm, 6a. 6. fols 
26, and by the Law of the twelve Tables, —S$j 
nottu furtum fatum ſit, jure Cejus eſt. 

Bur if a ——_—— ftand open,and a Theefe 
enter intro the houſe ' with a purpofe ro ſtealc, 
though in Law this be a breaking of the houſe, yer 
it is ao Burglary, becaufe no aQuall breaking of 
the houſe. Bur ita Thiefe break a Glaſt-window, 
and with a Hook,draweth out fome of the owners 
Goods,ir'is Burglary, and under the ticle of mank- 
on houſe are conteyned all the ourſer buildings, 
Barnes, Stables &c;

Peace, as if their chiefe Work and buſineſſe

The Oftce of a Gaoler, and con- 
cerning Eſcapes. 


Aving here before in this Treatiſe upoy 

ſeverall Emergencies, occaſion to mention 
the Gaolers and Keepers of Priſons, and the 
houſes of Correttion, which as they be neceſſa- 
ry Officers in the Common-Wwealth, ſo is their 
Office full of danger and tronble ; For the Kee- 
pers of Gaoles give great ſecurity to the She- 
riff for his indempnity, for that he is in LaW 
charged With all [ach Priſoners committed to 


his charge. To the end therefore that ſmch as 
| are 
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are of a milde and gentle nature may not be 4 
baſed, and may knoW what they may lawfally 
do;and that ſuch as are of a more rigid and cru- 
ell nature may likewiſe know what they ought 
not to do. 1 think it convenient toſay ſomewhat, 
(though it will not be much) concerning their 
duty and Office, which is, 


wo that they muſt receive all Offenders ſent 
unto them by Miztimus, or other Warrant from 
any.of rhe juſtices of the Peace of the County , of 
brought unto them by any Conſtable or other 
known Officer, but from any other they are not 
bound to reccive them, nor take them in _ 
Bur when they hay: any perſ9n in aGuall poſ- 
ſefſfion, they ſhall be anſwerable for their eſcapes, 
according to the quality of the Offence, 


And Mr.Dalton tells vs, rhat rhe Lord chiefe Ju- 
ſtice Popham did cauſe une Staver (a Gaoler ar 
Cambridge) to beindiRed, arraigned, and hang'd 
for an el{cape of a Felon ſuftercd by him, 


Bur we muſt preſume that this was ſome. no- 
rorious Felon, and that the Offence was very Ca- 
pirall, and char the eſcape was voluntary, otherwiſe 
the Judgment had bcen over ſevere; for ler a Gao- 
ler do what he can, and uſe all poflible induſtry 
that can be required or imagined; yer ſuch art 
may be uſed by a priſoner, and ſuch helps and aſ- 
ſiſtances may be given him, thathe may make an 
eſcape though he be laden with Irons, which may 
be taken off by deviſes,

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And it is not long fince, that the priſoners in g 
Gaole nor far from Lezdon, conſpiring rogerher 
ro make an eſcape, which rhey could nor make 
through any Doors;Grares, or Walls, found means 
ro dig under the Priſon, and made their way in 
the earth a good way, and then pulled down the - 
earth, and made a hole into the Streer, by which 
ſome of them eſcaped before it was diſcovered, In 
this or ſuch like caſes if the Gaoler ſhould be pus» 
niſhced according tothe letter of the Law,it would 
ſeem very hard, no man being required to im- 
poſſbiliries, 


This difference therefore is wade ; wiz, If the 
eſcape were by default (which we call a negligenc 


_ elcape) the keepers of the Liberty of England, &c, 


may o__y the Gaoler, if they will, or the She- 
riffupon the ſtatute, 14 Fdw.3. Ca;g, and the Iud- 
ges do in theſe caſes make as tavourable an expoſi- 
ion as with conveniency and ſafery they may. 
Or elſe voluntary, which two ſorts of cſcapes- 
are thus difterenced and defined, 


A negligent eſcape according to Mr,Stamford in 
his Pleas of the Crown,fol. 33. is when the party 
arreſted or impriſoned doth eſcape againſt rhe will 
of him that arreſted or impriſoned him, and is not 
freſhly purſued and taken again before he kath loſt 
the ſight of him which eſcaped,the penalty whereof 
ſeemerh to be onely a Fine ar the diſcretion of the 
Judges or Juſtices,

rence, that if the eſcape be of a priſoner artainted,

A voluntary eſcape is where one doth arreſt, or 
hath impriſoncd anvther for Felony or other Ot- 
fence, and afterwards voluntarily let him go at li-

And it che eſcape be wilfullin the Gaoler (which 
is fclony in bim) the Sheriff ſhall nor be bound ca 
anſwer to the felony, bur may be fined to the yalye

And in caſe of voluntary eſcape, it the arreſt or 
impriſonment were for Tyea(07, it ſhall be adjud-

to the Defaulr, by the diſcretion of thoſe that be

A priſoner found guilty of petty Larceny, is 
adjudged tolye in priſon a mancth for his puniſh- 
ment, and after the moneth he breaks priſon, and 
eſcapeth; and the queſtion being whar this is in 
the Priſoner, and what in the Ggoler; Itwas hol- 
den that the Gaolcr ſhall be charged wirh the e(- 
cape ; Bur if rhe priſoner be Sſcharged, paying 
his Fees, here the Gagler is not charged with the 
eſcape, and if he be diſcharged paying his Fees, 
he is a priſoner till he hath paid his Fees, 21 H.7, 
Cail7, 


And it is ſaid that a yoluntary eſcape in Felony 
is no Felony, it the AR dene were no Felony ar 
the time of the elcape made ; As if one man ſtrive 
another and hurt him mortally , whereupon the 
Conſtable arreſts him that gave the ſtroke, and af- 
ter ſuffers him willingly ro eſcape, and after rhe 
man ſo hurt dycth of that ſtroke, rhiseſcape is no 
Felony either in the Conſtable or the Priloner, yer 
the Conſtable ſhall be fined art the gdiſcrerion of the 
Judges.

If a Juſtice of Peace ſhall ſend for a Felon our

If the Iuftice of Peaceor Sheriff ſhall baile one 
who is not bailable, this is an eſcape in Law, 

And: if one be btought before a luſtice of Peace 
for ſuſpition of Felony, and confeſle ir, and yer he 
ſhall ſufter the priſoner to goar large withour bail, 
thisis a voluntary eſcape in the Iuſtice, 

If a Gaoler by du es of impriſonment and pain

Y And if a priſoner by Duzes of the Gaoler comerh 
ro untimely death, this is murther inthe Gaoler; & 
the Law implyeth malice in reſpe& of the cruelty ; 
And for this cauſe if any mandyeth in priſon, rhe 
Coroner ought to fit upon his body ro enquire whe- 
ther his death came by the Dxres of the Gaoler,Bri- 
ton,Ca;11. de prij ons,fol.18,

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If ir ſhall be furcher demanded how Priſoners fot 
Treaſon or anv other oftence ought tobe uſed in 
Prilon, the icarned Bratfon will rett you; Toar 
laying menin Chaines, was againſt the Lay, for 
that a Priſon was a place to keep, not to puniſh 
Priſoners, Lib.3 fok, 15 4. 


And in another place he ſaith, when a Priſoner 
is to be brought before a Judge, he ought not ro 
be brought manacled , though ſometimes for fear 
of c{caping, they be ſhackled, And Britox faith,1f 
felons come in _—_—_— to anſwer , they ſhall be 
out of Irons,and all manner of Bonds,ſo thar their 
paine ſhall not rake away any manner of reaſon, 
nor them conſtraine to anſwer,bur at their free will

And Ca.11 fol. 17, he faith, And of Priſoners 
we will that none thall be put in Irons, bur rhoſe 
which ſhall be taken itor Felony , or treſpaſle in 
Parks; And we defend that otherwiſe they ſhall 
not be puniſhed nor rormenred, 

And Fleta faith; Thar albe ic be -lawfull for the 
Sheriffe ro keep offcndors in priſon, yer not to 
puniſh tbem,bur to keep them, 

Andthe Mi:yor ſaith, ir is an abuſe that Priſo- 
ners becharged with Irons, or put to any pzinc 
before they be artainted: Ca, 8, ſef#.1, 

And whereas in the eighth year of the Raign of 
E4. 2, a precedent is brought, that a Pricſt was 
arraigned and put him ſelf upon his Countrey,and 
ſtood atthe Barre in Irons , bur by command of 
the Judge, he was freed fron his Irons, Sir Ed. 
Coke who voucherh ir, ſaith , There is no diffe- 
rence in Law berwcen a Pricſt anda Lay man,as 


to Irons, and thereupon concludes, 
Thar 
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Thar where the Law requires that'a Prifoner 
ſhould be kept in ſalva &* ara cuſtodia , yer that 
charn:uſtbe wirhour paine or rorment tothe Pri- 
foner. 

And' Sir Ea, Coke (who cites theſe opinions, 
in the concluſion of his difcourſe of Perry 
Treaſon) ſaich, That it is againſt Magna Charta, 
4,29, | | 
And that all the ancient Authors are againſ: 
inc or tormehir to be inflited upon rhe Priſoner 
fore his arrainder, nor afrer , but according to 
the Judgement , and thar 'there is noepinion in 
the Law Books, or any judiciall Record for the 
maynrenance of tortures or rurments, And doth 
implicitely diſallow rhe Racke or Brake, firſt 
brought into England by John Holland Duke of 
Excetcy,whom H.6. made Conſtable of the Tower. 

Burt how theſc opinions will fecure a Gaokr 
egainſthis Priſoners ( who will venture hard for 
thcir liberty rather then lye in a ſtrair Priſon ) be- 
cauſe I cannor derermine, muſt be left ro their dif- 
cretion, who muſt anſwer tor their eſcapes.

thought berrer to do then to rake upon me to make 
that mine which indeed was other mens , andſo 
hear the warning which Ho7.gave to Celſys,a great 
Plagiary in that kind,which was privatas ut querat 
opes,tomake uſe of that which was,his own, leſt 
thar ſhould befall him,which befe}! rhe Jack-Daw, 
who trimming birſclte with the fine Feathers of 
other Birds, and being called ro make reſtitution 
ro the truc owners,was left naked, ang expoſed to 
contempr and ſcorne, 


I remember that when the Earle of ſex was in 
the heighr of his grearnelle in Q.El;zabeths rime, 
there was a Book written to Sir Fobn Hayward, a 
Do&or of Law, and (ro give him his due) a man of 
great knowledge , both in his own profeſſion, and 
other learning ,concerning the depoſing of Richard 
the ſecond, and the gaining of the Crown by FH. 
Duke of Lancaſter ( after Hen 4.) which Book he 
very unforrynatly (as ſhorrly after ir fell our )' de- 
dicared to the ſaid Earle, for which Book he was 
afcer queſtioned, and by direQion cirther of the 

1een herſelfe, or ſome of her Privy Councell, 
Maſter Baton(fince Lord Chancellor) being of the 

ueens learned Councel] at large, was comman - 
ded to conſider of the ſaid Book, and ſeeif he could 
find any Treaſon inir;He did ſo,& returged-antwer

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Thar he found no Treaſon,bur much Felony in ir; 
for that tne Do&or had ſtollen whole leaves our of 
Tacitus. 

I would be leth to be found guilty of thatCrime, 
though I finde that many great Clerkes hayc 
thought it to be but a Veniall fin; Mr, Crompton 
took much of Mr, and Mr. Dalton out of 
them both, and the o_wmyn of rhe Complear Ju- 
ſtice out of them all, and all upon one ſubjeR, 

So thar to ſpeak truth, there hath been conti- 
nually borrowing one of another, ro make rheir de- 
figned work, though in ſeverall and divers Mc- 
thods, and all yery uſefull, 

It muſt not therefore ſecm ſtrange, if 1 have 
here and there gleaned ſome thingsour of them, 
as they did out of others, as they lay in my way; 
and upon that ſcore hope thar it ſhall nor ſeem a 

reater fault in me then it was in thoſe eminently 
carned men ; and the rather, becauſe I have gone 
a way, in which I finde not the foot-ſteps of any 
going before-me ; though I deny not but that ma- 
ny of thethings are the ſame which others have 
ſer forth in another Methode, And in this indivi- 
duall matter concerning the Office and duty of 
Church-wardens, I have ſo far declined the med- 
ling with thoſe things as are commouly taken ro 


be their main, if nor their onely buſineſle (as the = 


providing and preſerving the goods of the Church, 
making preſentments heretofore uſed at the Eccle- 
fiaſticall Courrs, unleſſe it be the vouching of ſome 
authority, or reſolution in ſome cale hererofore 
controyerted ) That I meddle little or_ nothing 
with their duty and O fhce, bur as it is interwoven 
with the buſineſſe of the Conſtables, whoſe work ic 
is te preſerve the Peace, which (as I ſaid before) is 
the ſubje& marrer of this diſcourſe ; under which 

notion 
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notion, and in which - capacity, -you ſhall find the 
Church-wardens often engaged, and coupled with 
the Conſtables in matters which concerne the 
Peace , and the obſeryation of divers Statute 
Lawestending thereunto, as for example, 


If any diſturb a Miniſter in his Preaching, or 
reading the Divine Service, (which is a breach of 
the Pezceand a ſtature)any of the Conſtables or 
Church-wardens way of his owne authority appre- 
hend him and bring him to a Juſtice of the Peace, 
to be dealt with according to Law, 


If a Rogue be brought or offered to the Church- 
wardens , they muſt accept him, and look ro him, 
or torfeir five pounds, and be bound tothe good 
behaviour, 


If any perſon be ſent ro rhe Common Gaole and 
have not money or means of his owne to defray 
the Charges of him and his attendants ; Then 
the Conſtable and Charch-wardens of the place, 
where the offendor ſhall be raken,ſhall make a rate 
for Jeyying of ſuch money as ſhall be neceſſary 
for the charge, which Aſcſiment being confirmed - 
by a Juſtice of Peace , ſhall bind the Inhabirants, 
and it any refuſe to pay his rate, the ſame Juſtice, 
or any other may give warrant totake a diſtreſle 
&c, 


When an Aſﬀeſſement is made for maintenance 
of Souldiers and Mariners; and the parties rated, 
refuſe ro pay their rates aſſeſſed, the Conſtable 
and Chuych-wardens, and eycry of them , may le- 
yy by diſtreſſe and fale of the refuſers Googs, 
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The rate for the maintenance of the pocre Pri- 
ſonersin the Kings Befich and Marſhalſey Hoſ- 
picalls , and Alme-houſes may be rated by the 
Conftables or Church-wamdens, of the Parifh, who

The money forfeited by unlicenced Alchouſes, 
may be levied by rhe Conſtables or Chyrch-wardens 
of 'the place by a Juſtice of Peace his Warranc, 
and if the money be nor paid within three dayes, 
they 1cll'the Goods, &s.

And the money by them forfeired in any other 
particular, may bee levied by the ſucceedi 
Church-wardens & Overſcers,upon the Offenders 
Goods by warrant from two Iuſtices of the Peace. 

The Church wardens, the Parſon, or Vicar, and 
the Conſtables of the place, where any money is 
given to be continually imployed for the bindi 
out of Apprentices, ſhall hayc the nomination __ 
placing of ſuch Apprentices, and the guiding and 
imployment of ſuch monies as have been,or ſhal be 
givento that end, 

And in former-times when there were Biſhops 
and Epiſcopall Government, the Church-wardens 
with che Miniſter of the Pariſh, were within forty 
daies after Eaſte/ to give to the Biſhop or his Chan+ 
cellor the names ef all the perſons men and wo- 
men aboye the age of ſixtcen ycers, that did not 
receive the Communion at Eaper before. 

Bur now that that vencrable FunRion, with 
which Title many of the moſt excllent men both 
for Learning, Piety, and Government of the 
Church held themſclves, and were by others juſt- 
ly honoured, was caſt out of this Nation as Axti- 
chriſtiax ; there hath onely no cate been taken for 
receiving that holy and ſoule-ſaving Sacrament, 
or puniſhing the neg let of that Sacred Ordinance; 
that among ſome of thoſe thar pretend to have 
new Lights, and by them ſee more then all the Pri- 
mitive Fathers/ ( who lived in the times next 
afrer Chriſts Aſcention ) or the holy Apoſtles 
did ever ſee; itis held ro bee a degree of Su- 


perſtirion to defire ir, and are offended with ſuch 
Pious 
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Pious and Orthodox Divincs who adminiſter 
the ſame with ſuch reyerence. as becometh 
and is due to 2 work, which conduceth to , and 
fo} much concerneth the ſalvation of our 
Soules ; -bur what pretences ſocyer thoſe: other 
make to new lights, i thiak I may truly ſay as a 
pious and religious man (now with God) ſaid,rthey 
are light headed 

By the anciznt comman Law the Churchwardens 
were and ſtill arc to care and ſee to, and preſerye 
the Goods of the Church; v;x3, The C burch- books, 
Common-cups, and other decent Ornaments and 
Furniture of the Church, which they do finde there 
ar their comming into their Office; and if there 
be any lack of thoſe things they are to ſec and pro- 


vide them, 'and being there to preſerve them, &c.

] amenr, of the ninth of 1647. the ſame is ar 
large provided for; I rthink it requiſite for the in- 
formation of ſuch Officers who have not the ſaid 
Ordinance, to ſer down the tenor thereot here, as 
briefly as may be, withour emitting any of the ma- 
rerial parts thereof, which may ſeem for a generall 
rule and direQion for all Pariſhes and places 
w thin the Common- wealth of England,nnd the Do- 
n-inien of Wales,by which it is orderea_ as follow- 
cth. 

Thar foure, three, two or one ſubſtanriall In- 
habirant or Inhabitants of eyery Pariſh or Chsp- 
pelry ( having reſpe& to the proportion or grear- 
neſle thereof ) ſhall bc choſen yeerly on the Mon- 
day or Tueſday in Eaſter week by the Pariſhioners 
of every Pariſh, or the greareſt part of them thar 
ſhall be then aflembled for the choic2 of Church- 
wardens or Colletors of money for Church-du- 
ries within every ſuch Pariſh reſp:Eively ; or in 
defaulr thereof every ſuch Pariui to forfeir 4 s. 
to the uſe of rhe poor of the Pariſh, ro be recover- 
ed,as inthe Ordinance is appointed ; which Of- 
ficers are within one monerth nexr aſrer the choice 
to be allowed by two of the next Juſtices of the 
Peace to the place. 

Thar the Church- wardens, or Colle&ors with 
the Overſcers of the poor, ſhall from time rotime 
make rates & aſleſmencs by raxing every Inhabiranr 

reſiding 
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Tcfiding and dwelling in the Pariſh; and every 
Occupier' of Lands, , Houſes, Tithes impropriate, 
Cole-mines, ſalcable Under-woods ; and for rai- 
fing ſuch competent ſums of money as they ſhall 
think fic rowards jthe reparation of ſuch Church 
and Chappell,and providing of Books, and Bread, 
and Winc for the Sacrament, and repairing the 
Walls of the Church-walls and burying places 
thereto belonging ; - which Church-waidens ſhall 
within foure daies afccr the end of the yeer, and 0- 
thers Church-wardens nominared yeeld up a per- 
fe& account to the ſucceeding Church-wardens, 
and ſuch Iuſtices of the Peace az atareſaid, of all 
monies by them received,or afleſied,and not recei- 
ved all, & other things concerning the ſaid Ofhice, 
upon pain that every one defaulung ſhall farfeir 
20 5, to the ulc of the Poor of the Pariſh, 


Thar all Rates and Taxes made by the Church- 
wardens according to the cuſtome of the ſaid Pa- 
Tiſh, appointed by this ordinance to be dgne fince 
the firit of May, 1641, being confirmed by two Tu- 
ſtices of the Peace, ſhall be as effeuall in Law as 
if chey had been done by this ordinance, 

Thar ir ſhall be lawfull for the preſent and 
ſubſequene Church-wardens ( their rates being 
confirmed as aforeſaid) to levies all ſums of money 
and arrerages of ſuch as ſhall refuſe or negle& to 
pay their rateable parts and the forfeitures be- 
tore. mentioned, by diſtreſſe and ſalc of the often- 
ders goods, 

And all monies which ſhall be bchind upon any. 
Church-wardens account, for the repairing of any 
ſuch Church or Chappell, or other things aforc- 
ſaid, and the ſum of two ſhillings towards the ex- 
pence in kyying the ſame, rendring tothe par-: 
tics. the over-plus, And 
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'And in defaulr of ſuch diftrePe,ir ſhall be lawtull 
for any rwo ſuch Juſtices to commir ſuch refuſers to 
the cou mon Gaole of the County, Ciry, or Town 
Corporatc, there toremain without Baile or main- 
prize, untill payment rhereot, 

And to commit to priſon ſuch Church-wardens 
as ſhall refuſe ro account, till they ſhall make their 
account, aud paid ſo much as ſhall be remaining 
in his or their hands ; provided that the party 
may complain thereof at the quarter Scibons, 
where the luſtices may make ſuch order as tothem 
ſhall ſeem good, by which allthe partics ſhall be 
concludcd, 

And if any Pariſh extend into two Counties, 
or any partthereof lye within any Liberty or place 
Corporate, then the Iuſtices of the Peace and 0s 
ther Ofſhcers ſhall intermeddle onely with 1o 
much as lyerth within their reſpeRive Counties and 
Liberties ; and no further concerning the execu» 
tion of this Ordinance concerning any of the Pre- 
miſles. | 

Thar if any Aion be brought againſt any per- 
ſon for raking any diftrefle or making any ſale 
thereof, ir ſhall be lawtfull for ſuch Officer roplead 
the gencrall ifue, and give any ſpeciall marrer 
in evidence, 

And that if the Verdi ſhall paſſe with the De- 
fendant or Defendants,or the Plaintif become non- 
ſuir, or ſuffer any diſcontinuance thereof, then in 
every ſuch caſe, the Iudge or ludges before whom 
the ſaid matter ſhall be tryed, ſhall by forcc of this 
Ordinance allow ro the Getratinn or Defendanrs 
his or their double coſts, which he or they have 
ſuffered wrongfully in defence of the ſaid ſuir, 

' And if the ſaid Church-wardens or Colle&Qo 
ſhall be negligent in performing their duties, up» 
on 
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on complaint or information thereof made to the 
twonex: ;uſtices or one of them, the ſaid Iuſti- 
ces, or one of them ſhall or may in ther own per- 
ſons view the ſaid Churches or Chappels, er ap- 
point the miniſter or ſome other of the Pariſhio- 
ners, to ccrtific them or one of them what repa- 
rations ſhall be ncedfull, and thereupon they or 
one of them ſhall by a Warrant under their hands 
and ſcals, to the Chu:tch-wardens order and dire& 
what reparations ſhall be done, and limit a time for 
the doing thereof, 

And ittheir order be not performed, they ſhall 
bind over the ſaid Church-wardens or Collc&ors 
to the next quarter Seffions of the Peace; and if 
their negligence be proved, they ſhall be ſeye1ally 
fined,ſo ir be not above 40s. upon any one of them, 
and the Offender to be commirred unkill the fine be 
paid, which is to be diſpoſed of for the uſc of the 
poor of the Pariſh, 

Provided that the Pariſhioners of any Pariſh ſhal 
Not be charged with the reparing of any Chancell, 
or any particular llc in the Church , which by 
preſcription or cuſtome haye bcen uſed to be repai« 
red by the Parſons, Vicars, Impropriators, or all 
other pom polirick or corporate, which have 
formerly becn lyable ro the reparations of all or a- 
ny partof ſuch Church, Chappell,or le, ſhall ill 
be lyable to the ſame 8 for their negligence there- 
in ſhall be ordercd by che two next Juſtices, or may 
be preſentee or indited by the Church-wardens, 
or any others at the next Seflions of the Peace, 
where the Oftender thall be proceeded againſt, as 
the Church - wardens ſhould bee proceeded a- 
gainſt for rheir negligence by this Orginance, 

And. where any Church or Chappell hath any 
Lands or yeerly Rens, &>c, given to the repairing 


of 
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of Churches or Chappells; the Church-wardens 
or Colle&ors aforeſaid ſhall be from thence forth 
Receivers of the ſaid Rents, e#c, Previded thar 
this Ordinance as to repaiting. of Churches ſhall 
not extend to Churches or Citappells totally rui- 
ned by theſe laſt Wars, extremity of age, or other 
caſualries, 

And thar all Offences againſt this Ordinance 
ſhall and may be enquired, heard, and derermi- 
ned before rhe Juſtices of Afliſc, of Oyey and Ter- 
miner, or Gaole-gelivery, or before the Juſtices of 
Peace, of any County, Ciry, and Town Corpo- 
rare where the Offence ſhall be commirrted, 

And thart all and cvery Pariſh Clerk and Sex- 
ron within any Pariſh, ſhall haye their due fees 
from the ſcycrall Pariſhes, to be ordered and re- 
covered by Warrant from the Juſtices,in ſuch man- 
ner as the rates made for Church-wargens are 
ordered to be levied : And that they be cle&ed 
and choſen, in Yuch manner as hath been former- 
ly accuſtomed, 


Has by all that hath been hitherto ſaid, 

you may ſee wherein there is a trangre(- 
fron of the Law, by the breach and diſtar- 
bance of the Peace of the ('ommon-wealth,and 
the puniſhment of ſuch T ranſgreſſions. eAnd 
all this while we do but ſhew the ſtrength and 
rigonr thereof, without any mixture or com- 
poſition of mercy : But as not to puniſh ſome 
Were to encourage CMalefattors , and evill 
aiſpoſed perſons, in hope of Impunity to commir 
enormous Offences againſt God and man, ſo to

the Law, were ſeverity in rye fourth degree 
like poyſon, and become crielty it ſelfe, 

The Kingly Prophet David ( a man after 
Gods own heart ) would have his S ng of two 
parts ; of Judgment, to puniſh Where he ſhould 
finde a continued perverſneſſe , in the will ;

And ſoit ſhould be (by Gods own example) 
With Princes who are his V icegerents , and 
ſnch as have poteſtatem vitz & necis, they | 
fhould mingle mercy with juſtice; for in ſo do» 
ing they ſhall be as much feared, aud much 
more beloved. Mitius imperanti ( ſaith ont ) 
melius paretur ; a»d another thas, Sicut if- 
niseſt ut urat, & lucem prxbeat;ſic Regis elt 
ut benefaciat & puniat : (id eſt) as it 5s the 
property of fire to burn and give light, ſost is 
of 4 Prince to do good, (there is mercy) and to 
puniſh (there 15 Tefice, or Tudgment. 

T he veſult of all which is, thatthere 154 11e= 
ceſſary convemency, or a convenient neceſſity 
(chooſe you whether) that mercy fhonld be as 
well ſometimes ſhewed, as juſtice exeru- 
ted; Lawes being made for the terrour of 
tany, that few might be pumped. And it Was 
obſerved, that Hen. 7. King of England, who 
owt of covetouſneſſe did uſe to take advantage 
of the breach of all tatate Lawes which were 

O 2 penal 
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enall,and would bring him in mony ,was bran- 
ded with the mark of a cruell King, not remem- 
bring that Ditare, non diteſcere , Regis eſt : 
and as the Poet ſaith, 


Si quoties peccant homines ſua fulminat mit- 


tat 
Jupiter, exiguo tempore inermis erit. 


Having therefore all this while ſpoken of 
Offences and Punijhments,zt will now (the P re- 
wiſſes granted) be orderly and ſeaſonable (ac- 
cording to the Methode of that learned fudge, 
of whoſe Labours 1 confefſe to have made much 
uſe in this Colleftion) to ſpeake ſomewhat of 
Pardons. 

Of which ſome are general ,and ſome parti- 
cular, ſome abſolute and totall ; as where the 
King doth Wholly remit and pardon the Offen- 


der ( as it is ſaid in another caſe) both a Culpa 


& pcena, and doth not ontly ſpare the life, and 
all the Eſtate which was forfeited upon the at- 
tainder ; but is pleaſed by authority of his Par- 
liament (without which it cannot be done) that 
the corruption of the Offenders blood ſhall alſo be 
taken away, ſo that he ſhall ſtand as reQus in 
curia, to' all intents and purpoſes as if- he had 
never offended, which the Latines call condo- 
natio, « free and full pardon, and in the Lan- 
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guage of the Law is called perdonatio. 

And by this authority of Parliament, there 
may be not onely a reſtitution 'in blood to make 
his Heire capable to inherit from himſelfe, or 
any of his collaterall or liaeall Anceſtors, but 
there may be areſlitation to Honours, Dioni- 
ties, and what ever was loſt by the attainder. 

T here are alſo ſome Pardons partiall and 
conditionall,as where there is ſomething anne x- 
ed therenito by way of qualification ; as where 
an Offender hath his life, &C pardoned, yet or- 
dered to continue in prijon during the Kings 
pleaſure (Which is underſtood to be for his life) 
or otherwiſe, or baniſhed the King dome, or to 
be perpetually bound to his good abearing, and 
is ſuch a qualification of the Pardon, as if the 
Offenaer break, his condition,he may forfeit his 
Pardon; as Shimei adid,who loft the benefit of 
his Pardon given unto him by King David, 
by going ont of the City of Jeruſalem,to which 
he was confined by King Salomon, who put 
him to death, 1 Reg.2. chap. 


And albeit I do nat for the preſent remens 
ber but one Precedent which Was 3 H. 7+ 
of the taking of ſuch a forfeiture by any 
King of England, yer the putting to death of 
Sir Walter Raleigh Was not far from the caſe. 
For albeit he had ao formall or legall P ardox 
for the Offence for which he was convifted ; yet

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ſome wiſe wan thought, that the Kings Com- 
wifſion to go to Sea with a Fleet under his 
command was tant amount, and that it 
was 4 hard point of [uſtice to execute him. For 
1 finde in Stamp: Pleas of the Crown, 22 Ed. 
3. That where a man was found guilty of Fes 
lony ſpewed by a ( harter of the King, that did 
net contain auy Pardon, he onely ſhewed retain- 
ed him to go into Gaſconie,axd it was allowed. 


$;r Edward Cook 3» his book of the P teas 
of the Crown,and the Chapter of Pardons, ſpea- 
king of generall Pardons granted in Parlias 
ment , ſaith , that gemerall Pardons in thoſe 
daies in which. hee wrote ; aud I may add 
3 theſe times in which we live, general Par- 
dons had ſo many qualifications and excepti- 
ons of Offences and things, and of perſon: alſo, 
that the Conrt of Indicature (where any man 
fnonld be impleaded for any Offence for which 
he was puniſhable either by paines of death,cor- 
Porall,or pecuniary) cannot take notice of thew, 
neither can the party take benefit or advantage 
hereof wnleſſe be plead it : And for that (as 
be ſaith) it may concern the ſafety and quiet 
of many « Snbjeft, be wax pleaſed to expreſſe 
the form of the pleading of a generall pardon 1n/ 
TL atine ; which becauſe all Pleadings are now 
i0 be in-the Engliſh Tougue, 1 thought it 
werth my Lahepr for the goed of others (who 
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way. have eccaſion to make uſe thereof )to trays 
flgte the fame into Engliſh, having for my war- 
rant that great Maſter of the Law, and the 
learned Judge Stamford, wha have in their 
Bookes tranſlated whole Atts of Paxliament 
for help of the Readers: andthus it 55.

The learned Stamford in his Pleas of the Crown 
lib,2+C4.35., faith, That the pardon of the King isa 
barre to an Indictment, which (ſaith he) the King 
cughr ſometimes to grant to the offender, where 
there is hope of amendment, and wherz he. may 
grant it without violation of his Oath, which. he 
made at his Coronation, which among other 
things(ſaith 2radon) is to command in all Judge- 
ments equity and mercy to bedone, that by his 
mercy the mercifull God may be graticus unto 
him, and by his Juſtice all men may rejoyce, For 
a King (as he ſaith after ) ought nor only ro be 
ih. bas alſo mercifull,thar with his wiſdome he 


may be mercifully juſt, 


Bur becauſe in time3 paſt, many procured par- 
dons for very heynous Crimes , which were nor 
truly ſer down or ſpecified in the Charter , and 
upon falſe ſuggeſtion divers pardons were granted 
contrary to the law, divers Statures were mads 
for redreſle of ſuch deceiprs,as 2, & 4. Ed, 5, & 
14. Ed.z. cited by Judge Stamford loco citato: fol. 
1009,& 101, wherc he ſpeaks of pardons granted 
by the King with a nonobtante aliquo ftatuto aftu, 


& 6, Which non obſtante (faith be) rakes away on 
enly 
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only the force of thoſe Statutes which limited the 
Kings power in, grantin them, as the- Starute of 
Northampton, &&c, Bur all other Statutes in which

' therefore ir behooyed Princes, well and wiſcly to

K Now ye that for the good ſervice which 
Jeffrey the ſonne of Warnum hath done in 
the parts of Scotland, we have pardoned #n- 
to the ſaid Jeffrey the ſwit of our peace which 
belongs tc us of homicides, Robberies., T hefts, 
Soudos of houſes, Felonies,and other treſpaſ- 
Jes againſt our peace in this our Kingdom aone, 
whereof he ſtands Indifted: And alſo the Ut- 
lary if any be, againſt him for that cauſe. And 
we do grant unto him our firme peace ; So that 
he do Rand right in our Court , if any man 
have any thing to ſay againſt him for the homi- 
cides, Robberies, Thefes, breakings , Felonies 
and treſpaſſes aforeſaid. 

In witneſle whereof, cc. 
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Whereby ir appeares that the King pardoned 
only his ſuir of Peace which belonged ro him con» 
cerning the ſaid oftences; Bur if any man brought 
an Appcale agaioſt him fer any of theſe offences, 
he could not poxdon ir, 


For as I have before mentioned in the Office of 
a Gaoler ; Though the Queen pardoned Nich- 
alls for the killing of Cholmley, and his Wite com- 
mencing an Appeale againſt him ; and he there- 
upon detained in Priſon, and the Gaoler letting 
him voluntarily go out, ſothar he eſcaped , Mr. 
Plowdens opinion was , that it was Felony in the 
Gaoler , notwithſtanding the pardon ; which 
is no plea to the Appcale , upon which he may 
be pur to death;notwithſtanding the pardon:Stamf. 
Pl. Coyon.lib, 2, fol. 104, And the reaſon is, That 
by the ancicnt and conſtant rule of Law, the 
King cannor extend his grace tothe wrong and da- 
mage of another ; fer that which is anorher mans, 
He cannot give away, Brattoz lib. fol.132, 


And inthe ſave Chapter of Pardon,rowards the
